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T,he chill of early morning envelops the cove. Intermittent 


sunlight chases the drifting ground fog, exposing the blues of 
the sea, the browns of sand and rock. A few yards off-shore sea lions 
bark and roll over to bask in the warming sun while seagulls wheel, 
screaming overhead. 


As day progresses, La Jollans come to their beach, to walk 


along the shore and stare at the sea. Children dance at the cold 
ocean edge, then warm themselves by standing in tidepools, gazing 
at the myriad sea creatures trapped there. 


At noontime, business people come from town to sit on the 


grassy-topped cliffs for a lunch of sun and sandwiches. Here and 
there, artists set up easels and paint the small, quiet cove in its 
changes of light and water. 


Farther out, in the rougher Pacific, whales blow streams of 


water high in the air as they make their yearly pilgrimage from 
Alaska. Sandpipers skip along the water's edge, playing games with 
the waves then are chased away by children on their way from 
school. Racing along the minute beach, the kids scramble up the 
path to cliff top, rolling and pommeling one another. 


Just before twilight, the sea becomes calmer and its blues 


deepen toward gray. Seabirds congregate to make ready for night. 
A lone person stands above the cove and watches the California sky 
turn golden, then blaze into fire tones of red and orange. Day draws 
to a close at La Jolla Cove.

You are pretty sure that 


your partner can make six 
hearts. In fact you expect 
that he will make seven if a 
spade is opened. Your prob- 
lem is to figure out how you 
can persuade the opponents 
to let him play the heart slam. 


If you have a well-estab- 


lished reputation as a decep- 
tive bidder you might jump 
right to six hearts.

MESA,' Ariz.—(NEA)—Zora Folley's tastes are not accli- 


mated to the sour cream and blintzes he'll get in switching 
from the Arizona desert to the Catskills to train for his im- 
pending heavyweight championship fray. 


Zora is essentially a simple man. Every day he trudged the 


seven miles up Highway 93 from Chandler, where he lives, 
the dusty road to Mesa, where he boxed. 


It took him two and a half to three hours, depending on 


his walking pace. Zora didn't hurry. He's used to taking his 
time. 


At his listed age of 33, Zora Folley has had 73 fights as an 


amateur and 83 as a professional before reaching the pinnacle 
of a title bout. He also has five sons and three daughters and 
an eight-room brick house on Folley Street in Chandler. And if 
his boxing world collapsed tomorrow—or say, March 22, when 
he faces Cassius Clay—he can provide for the future with 
the two 60-foot diesel rigs he uses in his trucking business. 


Zora is, by nature, placid and patient, and the only thing 


he's bitter about is that Floyd Patterson ignored him for two 
and a half years when Patterson was champion of the world 
and Foiley was the listed No. 1 contender. 


"Of course," says Zora, "I never felt bitter after he lost 


the title." 


Folley's not even bothered that the man he's fighting is a 


labeled draft dodger. 


"I don't think he's a slack- 


er," he says softly. "That's 
his religion. I've met sev- 
eral more people that way. 
some Jehovah's Witnesses. I 
can tell you about my reli- 
gion—I'm a Baptist—but I 
don't judge the next guy." 


At the age of 16, cultivat- 


ing the wisp of mustache he 
still wears, Zora enlisted in 
the Army and served two 
hitches covering six years. 
He earned five battle stars 
in Korea with the 9th Regi- 
ment of the 2nd Infantry 
Division and did everything 
from carry an Ml rifle to 
lugging a B.A.R. (Browning 
Automatic). When American 
troops were pushed back to 
Pusan, he suffered frozen 
feet. 


On those once-frozen feet, 


he'll try to corner a cham- 
pion who's bigger, faster and 
almost 10 years younger. 


"I think," Foliey rational- 


izes, "my experience will 
overtake a lot of his speed. 
I know a lot more about the 
ring than he does. I know it 
by the inches and by the 


foot. I can cut the ring off so short he'll forget about that 
speed and stuff." 


Every man who has faced Clay has also had to cope with 


the hysterical rantings of All Babble as he tries to psyche his 
opponents. 


"I been fighting half my life." answers Folley. "The only 


thing that can faze me is in the ring. I think I can discour- 
age Clay. He's never been tested. I'm not sure he'll stand 
up under punches." 


In temperament and attitude, Folley is the same kind of 


study as Ernie Terrell, whose challenge was feeble. 


"I couldn't understand Terrell." Zora says disdainfully. 


"Here's a guy 6-6 fighting rabbit style."

cautious fighter, where most people feel the only chance a 
man has against Clay is to carry the fight to the champion 
and nail him quickly.
